I have  tho  honour  to  present  th  Annual  .'.'coport  on 
tho  health  of  tho  Rural  District  for  the  year  194-9 > the  third 
annual  report  since  my  appointment  as  your  Nodical  Officer  of  Health 
in  April  194-9* 

Epidomiologicnlly  tho  year  vmc  significant  for  tho  low 
incidonce  of  infectious  disease,  tho  notifications  rates  being  on  tho 
whole  much  lo”cr  than  those  recorded  in  England  and  ‘ales  as  a whole- , 
Similarly  tho  extracts  from  tho  vital  statistics  for  the  year  show  no 
abnormal  trends.  Tho  problem  of  supplying  the  many  small  and  varied 
communities  in  tho  area  with  a safe  and  adequate  water  supply  is  an 
urgent  and  difficult  one  but,  it  is  quite  evident  that  too' largo  a 
proportion  of  our  supplies  are  open  to  pollution.  It  is  gratifying 
to  note  however,  that  now  water  schemes  are  in  preparation  and  it  is 
to  bo  hoped  that  they  will  be  in  operation  in  the  near  future.

Vital  Statistics 


The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  civilian  population 
of  Korrior  for  tho  year  is  20,000  cot.ipo.red  oath  the  estimate  of  19,700  in 
1948,  and  his  estimate  for  the  total  population  in  Korrior  for  tho  year  is 
21,530.  He  considers  therefore,  that  the  civilian  noor.laticn  has  increased 
by  300. 

Birth  Hate. 


The  birth  rate  for  the  year  is  Ip. 50  per  1,000  civilian 
population  which  is  0.80  above  the  rate  for  tho  previous  year,  and  2,p0  below 
the  rate  for  tho  148  Smaller  Towns • There  were  18  illegitimate  births, 
representing  4.19  per  cent  of  tho  total  live  births  and  an  illegitimate  birth 
rate  of  0.6p  per  1,000  civilian  population. 

During  the  year  there  wore  10  still  births,  two  of  which  were 
illegitimate • This  spr'os  a rate  of  0.50  per  1,000  civilian  population  being 
0.10  above  that  for  tho  148  Smaller  Towns,

During  the  year  1949,  2-$4  residents  of  Harrier  died  of  whom 
133  wore  males  and  128  were  females , This  represents  a mortality  rate  of 
13.2  per  1,000  population  and  is  an  increase  of  1,0  above  the  rate  for  the 
previous  year • Tho  chief  causes  of  death  this  year  in  order  of  requeue 7 
wore  heart  diseases  (55  males  : 51  females),  Cancer  (19  males  : 15  females ) 
and  intracranial  vascular  lesions  (10  males  : 21  females). 

Infant  Deaths, 

Nine  children  under  tho  age  of  one  year  died  during  the  year, 

7 being  male  infants  and  2 females. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  per  1,000  live  births  is  -9.03  which 
is  an  increase  of  5*03  compared  with  1948.  Tho  infant  mortality  rate  for  tho 
country  as  a whole  is  32  per  1,000  related  live  births.  Of  'nose  nine  child- 
ren, 3 died  within  the  first  month  representing  a noo-natal  death  rate  of 
25.8  per  1,000  live  births.  This  is  an  increase  of  p.t  compared  with  the  rate 
for  the  previous  year,  Five  infants  were  born  weighing  less  than  py  lbs. 

( i.e.  classed  os  premature  infants)  and  there  was  one  death,  the  infant  sur- 
viving two  days.

SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE-  AREA, 


Laboratory  Facilities . 


The  Public  Health  Laboratory  centred  at  the  Royal  Cornwall 
Infirmary  Truro,  receives  clinical  material  and  crater,  milk  & ice  cream 
samples  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Ambulance  'Facilities . 


This  service  administered  by  the  Cornwall  County  Council  on 
an  Area  basis  cover! n . the  Oambornc-Rodruth,  Heist on  & Korrier  districts  is 
operated  from  the  Tolvoan  Depot,  Redruth,  and  provides  for  a 24  hour  service 
for  maternity  and  T.B.  patients.  For  all  other  cases  a 7 a.ra,  to  7 p.n. 
service  exists,  the  intervening  period  7 p*m*  to  7 a.n.  and  weekends  (Saturday 
1 p.n.  to  Monday  ~j  a.m.)  be-in.;;  covered  by  the  local  St.  John  Ambulance 
Division  who  arc  reimbursed  by  the  County  Council  at  an  screed  rate.  In  cases 
of  emergency  the  St.  John  Ambulance  at  Stithir.ns  & Cnrnmonollis  is  used  durin 
the  period  7 a.’n#  to  ~j  p.m.  in  addition  to  those  available  at  the  Depot  in 
Redruth  and  at  Hclston.  Sitting  case  transport  is  undertaken  by  the  'itilecon 
type  of  Ambulances  stationed  at  the  Depot  end  by  the  Hospital  Oar  Service. 

The  demands  on  the  Ambulance  Service:  marc  heavy,  increasing  steadily  through- 
out the  year  without  any  sign  of  reaching  a peak  level,  so  much  so  that  the 
strain  on  both  vehicles  and  personnel  became  too  groat  and  an  increase  in 
the  complement  of  ambulances  and  drivers  at  the  Depot  became  essential.  The

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On  the  whole  the  year  194-9  was  one  of  lowered  incidence  of  infectious 
disease  aid  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  them  wer  no  cr.sc  s of  Puerperal 
Pyrexia,  Diphth'.  ria,  Co r obr o- Spinal  Paver,  Enteric  Fovor  or  Pood  Poisoning 
during  the  year. 

Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis. 

Although  an  unprecedented  outbr  .ale  of  acute  anterior  poliomyelitis 
occurred  in  the  neighbouring  Car.bornc-Ihdruth  area,  only  one  isolated  case 
eras  reported  in  the;  Korrier  district,  this  ease  being  a youth  apod  1 ~j  living 
in  the  Vendron  district  who  p avo  no  history  of  contact  with  any  of  the  known 
cases  in  tho  Camborne-Hodruth  area. 

In  view  of  proximity  of  this  outbreak  in  lamborne-Hodruth,  coupled  with 
the  knowledge  that  numerous  unknown  carriers  existed  who  wore  carrying  tho  oe 
virus  in  their  throats  and  excreta,  I felt  it  advisable  in  order  to  offset  any 
chance-  pollution  of  rural  water  supplies  & -.ilk  to  have  posters  printed  sug- 
gesting that  all  milk  (other  than  pasteurised)  and  water  (other  than  mains 
supply)  should  bo  boiled  before  use,  that  suitable  disinfectants  should  be 
used  with  bucket  closets,  and  that  adequate-  measures  should  b<-  taken  to  avoid 
contamination  of  food  by  flies , These  posters  wore:  exhibited  in  village  shops, 
in  wr.ricus  districts  in  the  area.  Although  on  the  whole  it  is  admitted  that 
preventive  ivasurcs  ha~o  proved  of  dubious  value  in  tho  control  of  an  outbreak, 
no  further  eases  were  recorded  in  the  Esrrior  district.

Fo  cases  of  diphtheria  wore  reported  during  the  year  194-9*  In  the 
previous  year's  report  it  was  noted  that  records  of  immunisation  for  only 
1234  children  out  of  an  estimated  child  population  of  14  years  & under  of 
41 1 I wore  available,  giving  an  estimate  of  3 1/£  of  our  children  prot-  ctod 
ago i. ns t d iphtho ria.

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This  is  a substantial  improvement  on  the  previous  year's  figures  but 
even  so  it  was  felt  that  the  incomplete  nature  of  the  records  inherited  by 
the  Area  Health  Office,  prevented  a true  picture  of  the.  immunisation  state  of 
our  child  population  from  being  painted.  Consequently  a survey  of  all  the, 
schools  in  the  area  was  attempted,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  22  schools  out 
of  a total  of  29  in  the  area  had  been  visited.  Each  child  attending  the 
school  was  given  a form  to  be  completed  by  the  parent,  giving  details  of 
previous  immunisations  as  well  as  requesting  permission  to  give  further  in- 
jections if  considered  necessary. 

On  analysis  of  these  forms  it  was  shown  that  out  of  a child  populat- 
ion of  1 $79  in  those  22  schools  surveyed,  1 p49  children  had  been  or  wore 
immunised  by  y\  st,  December,  1949,  giving  an  estimate  of  80g  of  the  child 
population  in  these  22  schools  protected  against  diphtheria. 

Similarly  as  the  Health  Visitors  in  this  area  visit  and  keep  records 
of  all  children  born  in  the  area,  including  those  transferred  from  otla  r 
’■'elf arc  Authorities,  an  analysis  was  made  of  these  record  cards  in  an  attempt 
to  provide  a reasonably  accurate  estimate  of  the  child  population  under  2 
years  of  age  immunised  against  this  disease.  The  Health  Visitors  records 
showed  that  out  of  a total  child  population  of  1139  under  the  ago  of  2 years 
738  had  boon  immunised.  This  is  made  up  as  follows ■-

During  the  year  1949,  11  residents  of  Xerrier  died  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  representing  a mortality  rate  of  0.55  Per  1,000  civilian  popul- 
ation compared  with  the  fi  ure  0.45  for  England  1 tales,  and  is  an  increase  of 
0.15  over  that  for  the  previous  year.  22  new  oases  were  notified  during  the 
year,  all  but  one  being  cases  of  plumonary  tuberculosis.

There  .ire  no  tuberculosis  clinics  in  the  area,  and  patients  arc 
referred  to  clinics  at  Helston,  Falmouth,  Penzance  & Fed ruth,  whichever  is  the 
most  convenient.  Patients  requiring  inpatient  treatment  are  referred  to  the 
Sanatorium  at  Tohidy,  Camborne.  Unfortunately,  there  arc  insufficient  beds 
available  at  the  Sanatorium  to  provide  inpatient  treatment  without  a long 
waiting  period  in  many  instances,  and  the  import. .nee  of  providing  open  cases 
of  tuberculosis  with  0 separate  bedroom  is  of  paramount  importance.  Prevention 
is  always  better  than  cure,  and  the  Housing:  Committee  can  play  a great  part  in 
this  field  in  providing  adequate  housing  accommodation  for  cases  of  tuberculos- 
is, and  so  effect  a reduction  in  the  spread  do  others.

Refuse  Collection. 

As  in  previous  years  a fortnight l]r  collation  of  refuse  was  carried 
out  throughout  the  District,  with  an  additional  weekly  collection  for  the 
Hotels  during  the  holiday  season.  In  order  to  speed  up  the  service,  a more 
pew  rful  and  larger  refuse  lorry  was  put  into  service,  with  very  satisfactory 
results.  Controlled  tipping  was  carried  out  on  all  four  of  tho  Council's  Tips 
with  good  results.  Some  trouble  was  experienced  during  the  dry  summer  from 
tip  fires,  duo  to  spontaneous  combustion.  These  however  were  dealt  with  as 
they  arose.

The  general  situation  as  regards  housing  and  housing  conditions 
continues  to  remain  difficult.  The  greatest  difficulty  appears  to  be  in  ' 
securing  necessary  materials  in  order  to  retain  premises  in  habitable  condition. 
This  particularly  applies  to  the  supply  of  timber  available  for  repair  and 
maintenance  work.  However,  with  the  usual  ready  co-operation  of  house  owners 
most  of  the  difficulties  were  overcome.  It  was  found  possible  to  commence  the

As  in  previous  years  the  actual  number  of  complaints  ns  to  Rodent 
infestation  was  very  small.  This  however  cannot  be  accepted  as  a true  guide  to 
the-  actual  position  as  to  Rodents.  Inspections  were  made;  by  the  Council's 
Rodent  operator,  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tips  being  treated -quarterly  and  the 
rowers  being*  treated  during  the  year  on  two  occasions.
